In claim 12:

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2. In lines 18-19, change "the second bidirectional channel" to "the second 
bidirectional transmission channel". 

In claim 13, line 1, change "A data carrier" to "The data carrier". 

In claim 14, in the last line, change "the second bidirectional channel" to "the second 
bidirectional transmission channel". 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicant's 
amendments to each of the independent claims add a limitation not found in the prior 
art. While the prior art does teach transmitting authentication data partly via a first 
bidirectional transmission channel and partly via a second bidirectional transmission 
channel, an updated search by the examiner did not find any specific teaching wherein 
authentication data and transaction data associated with the authentication data are 
exchanged between the data carrier and the external device in part via the first 
bidirectional transmission channel and in part via the second bidirectional transmission 
channel .
